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Now the Traffic Survey 


The decisive defeat of the High Level 
bridge conversion bylaw indicates pretty 
plainly that the burgesses agreed with the 
view of The Bulletin that further ex- 
penditure on this bridge is premature until 
a complete professional traffic survey sub- 
stantiates the belief that the site of this 
bridge is the proper place for the con- 
veyance of the major stream of cross- 
river traffic. 

No expenditure on any traffic artery 
is defensible until a cureful study of the 
origins an? destinations of traffic reveals 
the plan these arteries, including bridges, 
should follow. 

The truth is that established traffic 
streams cannot be forced with any degree 
of economy, into preconceived patterns. 

It is true that a misplaced bridge or 
any other traffic artery will be used if 
there is no better convenience at hand. 
But to divert traffic from anything but the 
most direct route between its origin and 
its destination is a costly and extravagant 
business and creates traffic problems at 
other points. 


The modern and scientific way of build- 
ing up a traffic system is to study traffic 
first and then to make traffic conveniences 
conform as closely as possible to the nat- 
ura] stream of traffic. 


Thus, an expert traffic survey is the 
indispensible prerequisite to the expend- 
iture of money on bridges and arteries. 

The city council, in the case of the 
High Level bridge, tried to do it the other 
way around and met a strong public 
rebuke. 

This does not necessarily mean, of 
course, that the High Level bridge is im- 
properly plaxed. It merely means that 
some reasonable doubt exists about its 
placing. 

Until that doubt is definitely and 
scientifically resolved, it is folly to pour 
out more money on it. 

This was undoubtedly the opinion of 
the burgesses who defeated this bylaw.

Death Attempt Shocks the World

The attempt to assassinate U.S. Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman has shocked the 
civilized world and two immediate ef- 
fects of it may be noted. 


The first is that the stature of Mr. 
Truman has been immeasurably increased, 
in the eyes of sympathetic people and 
nations, by the cool courage he displayed 
throughout the ordeal and afterwards. 


The second is that Mr. Truman, origin- 
ally a somewhat colorless figure, gains 
tremendously in personality through the 
near tragedy. 


A president who signs bills and makes 
speeches and formulates policy can be and 
frequently is « rernote and vague figure. 

But a plain man who lies down in his 
underwear for an afternoon nap, who 
awakes to the sound of gunfire from thugs 
who have come to kill him, who is with 
difficulty restrained from rushing into 
the melee and who then goes about his 
appointments with gallant unconcern, 
takes on a brilliantly heroic quality that 
he did not possess before. 

Mixed with the world’s shock is a 
substantial quantity of admiration. 


Labor Is Off the Council 


It is an unfortunate accident of voting, 
and probably no more than an accident, 
thet Edmonton’s city council has been 
deprived of the sitting alderman, Sidney 
Bowcott, who represents labor, and the 
aspiring allerman, Carl Berg, who rep- 
resents labor in an even more official way. 

This regret can very well be trans- 
lated into the terms in which The Bulletin 
estimated the candidacy of Mr. Berg.

While it is against tradition to speak ill 
of the dead, it would be less than honest 
to forget that Shaw’s vanity, his bombast 
and his passion for the limelight got fre- 
quently in the way of the public apprecia- 
tion of his work. 

It is difficult to estimate the greatness 
of a play when the author’s cynical jibes 
and reckless comments, uttered for the sole

The people who are well and 
drive cars are much better able 
to pay for the lawns and flowers 
and what really hurts is the fact 
that after shouldering this extra 
expense when sick a large part 
of it is now plowed up to ac- 
comodate a minority who own 
cars. 

Surely a man who can afford to 
drive a car can also scrape 
enough together for a place to 
store it, as that is what it amounts 
to 

Anyone who wants to go to the 
trouble to write down licence 


numbers will find out that there 
are cars that si for weeks in 
the circle in front of the hospital 
without being moved. 

Elderly people and others who 
are too feeble to jump into a 
street car or bus and who take 
a taxi to the hospital have to gtt 
out’ behind the cars stored in 
front of the entrance and then 
crawl between the fenders to get 
to the sidewalk. 

I know of one car that was 
there for ten days last month 
without ever moving, for the 
owner himself told me. 

If the officials had limited the 
parking in the horseshoe road in 
front of the hospital to an hour 
or two it would not be necessary 
to further burden the patients 
with the expense of a car park. 

Now that it is built and if it 
is required for visitors there 
should be meters put in until 
enough money is collected to off- 
set the cost, and if this will not 
pay for it, it could be rented 
for a used car lot if there is 
going to be a lot of cars there 
anyway, a nice quiet car dealer 
won't bother anyone, 

I never could figure out why 
the patients should have to pay 
the expense of a lawn in front 
of the hospital but now after 
they have paid for it on who's 
authority is it ruined, on the 
other hand if it is paid for by 
the taxpayers at large it is still 
not fair as lots of taxpayers don’t 
drive cars or perhaps in a round 
about way it comes out of the 
surplus of the ETS.

Newspapers of North America 
have been filled by lurid ac- 
counts of atrocities committed by 
retreating North Korean Cor- 
munist-led forces, 

If we are ever to get world law, 
those guilty of such individual 
acts of savagery should certainly 
be hunted out and brought to 
justice. 

But it should be justice—not

Tales Recalled 


Apart from the fake stories 
which are unfortunately a feature

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of every war, there are also the 
deliberate lie-manufacturers,

They Should 
Be Tried 

All of our papers carried eye- 
witness reports in the early days 
of the war in Korea telling of the 
breaking of the backbone of cap- 
tured North Korean soldiers. Sev- 
eral described the “horrible 
crunches” as the South Korean 
rifle butts put the victims f *- 
ribly to death, and how the few 
who failed to die outright were 
later shot. 

That is plain murder—not war. 
The persons responsible should 
be brought to trial, whether they 
were North or South Kureans, or 
persons of any other citizenship. 


BIG BAD GUESS 
Salvagers Hit Bonanza 


In Deserted 


An engineer's bad guess that 
turned Port Nelson into a ghost 
town was paying dividends to- 
day in other parts of Canada. 

But it wasn't the way he 
would have wanted it. 

Equipped with rail service, 
port facilities and built up with 
homes 20 years ago, the port 
never saw the ocean-going 
freighters that were to have 
used it, 

Engineers found too late that 
drifting silt would make the 
harbor useless within months. 
Almost overnight Port Nelson, in 
the wilds 600 miles northeast of 
Winnipeg, was abandoned. 


Shipped To 
Churchill 

Many of the facilities that 
would have made the town a port 
for Hudson Bay, on the bay's 
west shore, were shipped 10° 
miles north to what is now the 
thriving summer grain port of 
Churchill. Equipment and ma- 
terials went almost dirt-cheap. 

In the years that followed, the 
only visitors to what developed 
into a forgotten town were no-

Their hunch paid off. Bit by 
bit, the town was dismantled and 
virtually everything useable was 
hauled out by bulldozer and half- 
track through old tracks and over 
Hudson Bay ice. The railway that 
once linked Port Nelson to 
heavier-populated areas was torn 
up and its tracks used in the 
main rail line to Churchill. 

Other material found its way 
to other parts of Canada for a 
fraction of its original cost. 

Nobody in the north seemed 
to remember the name of the 
engineer who started the trek to- 
ward Port Nelson. He seemed as 
forgotten today as the ghost town 
itself,

X-ray 
the thymus of small children be- 
fore they are subjected to an 
operation in order to determine 
whether or not the thymus is 
Gcangerously enlarged.
